The Wireline Competition Bureau seeks comment on three petitions for waiver filed by the 
Montana Public Service Commission1 (MT PSC), the Public Utilities Commission of Oregon2 (PUC OR), 
and the Colorado Public Utilities Commission3 (CO PUC) (collectively, the Petitioners).  Petitioners 
request a temporary waiver of the June 1, 2012 effective date of section 54.409 as amended by the 
Lifeline Reform Order, which establishes uniform eligibility criteria for Lifeline.4

Petitioners request a temporary waiver of the deadline to implement the uniform eligibility 
criteria, because they argue that their respective state legislatures need time to enact legislation to 
harmonize the eligibility criteria for Lifeline and similar state programs.5 The MT PSC requests the 
effective date for the implementation of uniform eligibility criteria be extended until June 1, 2013.6 The 
PUC OR and CO PUC request the effective date for the implementation of uniform eligibility criteria be 
extended until July 1, 2013.7

Because at the rules from which the Petitioners seek waiver will go into effect June 1, the Bureau 
adopts an expedited comment period for this proceeding.  Interested parties may file comments on or 
before May 15, 2012 Pursuant to sections 1.415 and 1.419 of the Commission’s rules, interested parties

The proceeding this Notice initiates shall be treated as a “permit-but-disclose” proceeding in 
accordance with the Commission’s ex parte rules.9 Persons making ex parte presentations must file a 
copy of any written presentation or a memorandum summarizing any oral presentation within two 
business days after the presentation (unless a different deadline applicable to the Sunshine period applies).  
Persons making oral ex parte presentations are reminded that memoranda summarizing the presentation 
must (1) list all persons attending or otherwise participating in the meeting at which the ex parte 
presentation was made, and (2) summarize all data presented and arguments made during the 
presentation.  If the presentation consisted in whole or in part of the presentation of data or arguments 
already reflected in the presenter’s written comments, memoranda or other filings in the proceeding, the 
presenter may provide citations to such data or arguments in his or her prior comments, memoranda, or 
other filings (specifying the relevant page and/or paragraph numbers where such data or arguments can be 
found) in lieu of summarizing them in the memorandum.  Documents shown or given to Commission 
staff during ex parte meetings are deemed to be written ex parte presentations and must be filed 
consistent with rule 1.1206(b).  In proceedings governed by rule 1.49(f) or for which the Commission has

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made available a method of electronic filing, written ex parte presentations and memoranda summarizing 
oral ex parte presentations, and all attachments thereto, must be filed through the electronic comment 
filing system available for that proceeding, and must be filed in their native format (e.g., .doc, .xml, .ppt, 
searchable .pdf).
